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Those whom the gods would de- 
stroy, they first make mad! 

And now arrogant strike leaders 
in the citrus belt, determined to 
break opposition to their demands 
at all costs, are openly flaunting 
the Constitution of the United 
States in a brazen attempt to curb 
freedom of the press. 

The secondary boycott, it ap- 
pears, is to be invoked in an attempt 
to destroy the business of newspa- 
pers which oppose extreme labor ac- 
tion, or which offend the “little 
Hitlers” of the labor movement by 
refusing to substitute labor pro- 
paganda for unbiased news. 

As Exhibit A of labor-Hitlerism at 
its worst, we submit the following 
letter, addressed to advertisers who 
use the columns of the Port Huen- 
eme Herald, a weekly newspaper in 
Ventura County, Which apparently 
has offended the Agricultural and 
Citrus Workers Union by handling 
of news in the citrus strike: 

“Since the advertising of your 
firm is being carried on in part by 
the Port Hueneme Herald, which is

paper. In the event you feel that 
you want to keep your contacts 
with this sheet, it will become ne- 
cessary to notify the entire labor 
movement, their friends and sym- 
pathizers in Ventura county, that 
we consider this action on your part 
manifestly unfair and we will be 
forced to do everything in our pow- 
er to have them withdraw their pa- 
tronage from your firm.

Lee Renfro, president, Dallas Cisco, 
Financial Secretary.” 

There, are, of course, thousands 
of fine, intelligent, thoroughly-Am- 
erican labor union men, who have 
the good sense and fairness to rec- 
ognize that labor unionism never 
could have been born nor have sur- 
vived in this country without a free 
press, but there are others, appar- 
ently, who have forgotten the Con- 
Stitution and the Bill of Rights and 
are bringing discredit on the whole 
labor movement by their assault on 
the fundamental guarantees of our 
liberty. 

The Oxnard Press-Courier, an- 
other Ventura County newspaper, 
correctly analyzes the _ situation 
when it says: 

“What has been published in the 
Port Hueneme Herald is beside the 
point in this instance. The entire 
question is whether or not a la- 
bor union may be allowed to dictate 
what can be published or what can- 
not be published in an American 
newspaper. The freedom of the 
press has been challenged.” 

The Press-Courier goes further 
and remarks: 

“If this citrus union is allowed to 
uSe threats and economic force to 
destroy business and industry, per- 
haps the great agricultural indus- 
try and other free Americans, cher- 
ishing freedom of speech, of press 
and of religion, may be forced to 
use similar economic action toward 
those who may or may not have

Basin Built 


C. C. Long Ranch Scene Of 
Conservation District's 
First Completed Project 


The first overnight storage res- 
ervoir to be built by the Central 
El] Dorado Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict has just been completed on 
the Claude C. Long ranch at Mis- 
souri Flat, Roy Marks, district pres- 


ident, announced today. 


Completion of this project marks 
the beginning of cooperation be- 
tween the Soil Conservation District 
and the farmers within the district. 

The district was formed late last 
year for the purpose of controlling 
erosion and bringing about| 
proper land use. Under its program | 


| the District can furnish technical | 


assistance in planning farms for) 
erosion control, and labor and ma-| 
chinery, if available, in ras 
out these plans. 

In building the Long reservoir the 
district is carrying out part of a 
prviously made erosion control 
plan. The reservoir is part of the 
System which irrigates the Long 
orchards. In it will be stored, each 
night, the water from the irriga- 
tion company’s canal, in order that 
all irrigation can be carried on in 
the daytime. In this way the oper- 
ator will be able to do a better job 
and get better use of the water. 
Other parts of this plan include 
the cover cropping of all orchards, 
fertilizer applications, crop rotation 
of hay land, and the leveling of 
mined over land which will be put 
to pasture. 

“The job of building reservoirs and 
land leveling will continue for the 
balance of the month,” Marks also 
Stated. “We expect to have the equip- 


| ment back in the fall in order to 


build another series of these struc- 
tures and to level other lands.”

courage enough to believe in free- 
dom of the press. 

“If an un-American practice can 
drive labor’s patronage from mer- 
chants, perhaps free Americans can | 
take their patronage to merchants 
who DO believe in the Bill of 
Rights”. 

Neither the press nor the farm- | 
ing industry has any slight desire to | 
resort to extreme action and fight | 
fire with fire, but unless reasonable | 
men in the labor movement take 
back the reins and oust the fire-_ 
brands who have resorted to the 
methods of Hitler and Stalin public 
indignation will eventually run over 
and labor will pay the penalty of 
its own excesses. 

Farmers have a right to live; 
newspapers have a right to live, un- 
ion workers and non-union workers 
both have a right to live; merch- 
ants and business men have a right 
to live—and all have a right, in this 
country, to freedom of speech, a free 
press and freedom of worship. 

No matter what the provocation, 
real Americans won’t permit those 
rights to be abrogated. It is to be 
hoped labor hotheads will cool off 
before they have done irreparable 
damage to labor’s cause.
